The “he” of this story is 
Michael Rego of Hooksett, N.H., 
who got lost when the batteries 
for his navigational system 
failed. He called home with his 
cellular phone to say he wouldn’t 
be home for a while, but those 
batteries soon went dead, too. 
The Gearys said Mr. Rego knew 
that the sun rises in the east, and 
that helped him figure which 
way to walk back toward the lot 
where he’d parked his car. 


“We went to our car and drove 
him back to his truck,” said Jay. 
“We took Dad’s cell phone bat- 
tery and put it on Mike’s cell 
phone. He called his wife.” 

The Gearys said the lost man 
was tracking bear, that he had 


two dogs with him but had 
turned them loose, hoping they’d 
return to their truck. As far as 
the Gearys know, the dogs didn’t 
return. 

“He had lots of equipment. He 
just didn’t know where he was,” 
said Mr. Geary.

Housing Authority 
begins free parenting 


education program 


The Family Self-Sufficiency Pro- 
grams of the Andover and North 
Andover Housing Authorities have 
been awarded a grant by the Chil- 
dren’s Trust Fund to implement a par- 
enting education and support program 
in September. The programs will 
begin a six-week STEP Program (Sys- 
tematic Training for Effective Parent- 
ing). 

More than two million people in the 
United States have participated in the 
program, which encourages mutual 
respect between parent and child, 
increased cooperation, effective com- 
munication and a more responsible, 
self-reliant attitude among children. 

Enrollment is limited to 15 individ- 
uals and will be prioritized as follows: 
FSS participants; Section 8 partici- 
pants; families living in public hous- 
ing. 

All participants must live in 
Andover or North Andover, be parent- 
ing at least one child who is newborn 
to 6 years of age (siblings may be old- 
er) and willing to commit to at least six 
sessions. 

The program will run for eight con- 
secutive weeks. The normal fee for 
this program is $100 per couple and $30 
for materials. The program is being

schools progress this summer. 

Because of the High School work that was 
accomplished this summer, Andover High 
students finally saw the new science wing, 
gymnasium and lobby, and were even able to 
eat in the refurbished cafeteria. School and 
town building officials had been skeptical 
workers would complete the cafeteria in time 
for school opening this week. 

The first two bus-loads of students were on 
hand Wednesday for a ribbon cutting ceremo- 
ny to open the new High School lobby. 

From the curriculum side, Andover High’s 
ninth-grade English and social studies stu- 
dents will have combined level 2 and 3 classes 
for the first time, thanks to a summer-time 
vote by the School Committee. 

As for Sanborn Elementary, which was 
completely refurbished and has a few new 
shared areas, Mr. Neal said Wednesday, “The 
place was perfect this morning.” 

Middle schools 

While the numbers are expected to change 
slightly, the student population figures avail- 
able Aug. 28 show middle school students will 
find a number of new classmates. Andover 
will have 114 more students this year, and 
there will be 73 more middle school students 
than there were in 1995-1996. 

In fact, there were 733 students projected 
Aug. 28 for Doherty Middle School alone. 
When Floyd McManus, Doherty’s principal, 
arrived in 1990, there were 482 students in the 
same space, he said. 

The middle schools were not included in 
the more-than-$40 million school construc- 
tion project, but during the past few years, 
the maintenance department has altered 
areas in both Doherty and West Middle 
School and made them into classrooms. This 
year, former viewing areas and home eco- 
nomics rooms were made into classrooms. 

‘“We’ve expanded as much or as far as we 
can go here,” said Mr. McManus. 

The maintenance crew also made five 
classrooms more conducive to science 
instruction by installing cabinets, electrical 
power strips, sinks and flat desks. 

Mr. McManus said that one of the most 
striking new items at Doherty is the number 


of new staff members. There are 12 new staff 


members at the school, and four of the nine

eighth-grade teachers will be 
new to their teams, he said. 

At West Middle School, 90 per- 
cent of the windows are new. But 
Vicki Simms, WMS principal, 
focused her comments on the 
new programs fay students. 

For instance, parents helped 
start an “Adopt Wingate” pro- 
gram where more than 40 stu- 
dents will help at the nursing 
home by reading to residents and 
playing bingo with them. 

“There’s a lot of enthusiasm 
and I mentioned it to the staff 


(Tuesday) and quickly had volun- 
teers to help,” said Ms. Simms. 

Programs also will connect 
students with engineers so they 
can lean more about science, and 
with Project Teamwork so they 
will learn how to peacefully 
resolve conflicts. 

An alternative program for so- 
called at-risk kids linked to 
Boston’s Lightship program will 
also begin. Students in the pilot 
program “Seaport —- Andover” 
will do class work but also learn 
behaviors such as how to build

ships. The program also provides kayaks ani 
canoes for kids to do outdoor adventure. 
Elementary schools 

At all of the elementary schools, students 
in grades 1,2 and 3 will be using a new lan- 
guage arts program. 

At South, students can take advantage 
again of a new school, including a playing 
field behind the building. A daring multi-age 
pilot program will be monitored at Bancroft 
School. 


At West Elementary, there are 12 new staff 


members, including six instructional assis- 
tants to help with some of the larger class- 
rooms. There are all new windows in the 
first-grade wing, a new fire-alarm system, and 
a new school-wide theme. 

“T think the building is probably in the best 
shape it’s been in a long time. Every year 
they do a little bit more,” Principal Charles 
Friel said of the maintenance staff's efforts.

State representative candidate Denise Par- 
sons said this week she’s been dissed by her 
own Democratic Town Committee by a vote 
that will not allow her to ride the Democrats’ 
float in the upcoming 350 anniversary 
parade. Ms. Parsons now says she will not 
partake in the parade, even if the vote is 
reversed, but will watch from the sidelines 
with family and friends. 

“If you’re not invited to a party and you 
show up, how are you going to feel about it?” 
Ms. Parsons said yesterday, Wednesday. “I 
basically felt like I was sandbagged.” 

The parade is Sunday, Sept. 15. The prima- 
ry election is two days later, Tuesday, Sept.

Ms. Parsons claims that a vote last 
Wednesday, Aug. 28, by the Democratic 
Town Committee not to allow any candidates 
to ride the committee’s float in the parade 
was specifically aimed at keeping her out of 
it while her opponents, Democrat Barry 
Finegold and Republican James Fox, will be 
in the parade. 

Ms. Parsons showed up late for the meet- 
ing and did not learn the vote had even taken 
place until last Sunday. 

Mr. Finegold will march as a member of 
the Board of Selectmen. Mr. Fox says he will 
either work the parade, as a member of the

Cocaine bust at Pub

After a summer-long investigation 
at the Park Street Pub on Park Street, a 
New Hampshire man was charged last 
Wednesday night, Aug. 28, with selling 
cocaine inside the establishment, and 
more arrests are possible. 

“There’s no question that, number 
one, people in there knew what was 
going on, and that a number of people 
in there were his customers,” Andover 
Detective Donald Pattullo said last 
Thursday. “More arrests are expected 
in the near future out of this.” 

“We believe he had friends from 
Andover who brought him to that 
area,” said Detective James Haggerty. 

Angel Ruiz, 36, of Manchester, N.H.. 
was arrested Wednesday night alleged- 
ly as he was hiding 23 grams of cocaine 
in a light fixture in the bathroom of the 
pub. 

Mr. Ruiz was charged with three 
charges of distribution of a class B sub- 
stance (cocaine), one charge of major 
trafficking (more than 114 grams), and 
charges of selling drugs within 1,000 
feet of a school. 

If convicted on the charge of selling 
drugs within 1,000 feet of a school, Mr. 
Ruiz faces a mandatory 2%-year mini- 
mum jail term and a maximum of 15

Drug Task Force began surveillance of the 
pub. 

“We saw his activities and they were con- 
Sistent with the sale of controlled sub- 
stances,” Detective Pattullo said. 

Police eventually arranged for undercover 


officers to make three separate purchases of 


cocaine from Mr. Ruiz. Officer Heseltine 
obtained an arrest warrant from Lawrence 
District Court Friday, Aug. 23, based on 
those sales. The three distribution charges 
are related to those undercover buys. 

Police went to the pub last Wednesday 
night to make the arrest, but Mr. Ruiz saw 
them coming and allegedly fled into the bath- 
room. When arresting officers pushed in the 
door, they allegedly saw Mr. Ruiz’s hands 
stretched up to the light fixture. The cocaine 
was found in the light fixture. 

“It looked like he was trying to get rid of 
the drugs,” Detective Pattullo said. 

Police found 23 grams of cocaine wrapped 
in 21 separate plastic bags. 

Police also confiscated more than $200 
cash Mr. Ruiz had on him. They later 
obtained search warrants for two cars, a 1986 
Mercury Cougar and a 1983 Pontiac Firebird. 

“We seized two of his cars and we’re going 
to start forfeiture on those,” Detective Pattul- 
lo said.

ANNUITY IDEA 

While it may not be an insurance policy in the technical sense, the 
annuity is a major product of insurance companies. To help understand 
why this is so, try thinking of the traditional annuity contract as the 
reverse of a life insurance contract.

Historical Society is looking for witches 


By Tom Edmonds 
Andover Historical Society 
n Sunday, Sept.15, the town of 
O Andover will continue its 350th cele- 
bration with an anniversary parade. 
The Andover Historical Society will partici- 
pate, offering a contemporary version of the 
Andover Witch Hunt of 1692. 

More people were accused of witchcraft in 
Andover during this period than in any other 
town, including Salem, where the trails were 
held. A total of 48 townspeople were accused 
and most were imprisoned. Three were hung 
for refusing to confess to witchcraft and one 
died in prison. 

The accused in Andover included Mary 
Lacey, Jr., 18 years of age, who was arrested, 
after a search was made of her belongings, 
for alleged possession of puppets, quills and 
rags used for casting spells. Neither she nor

her family had ever seen those items. She 
was taken to Salem for examination and tor- 
tured until she confessed to all the alleged 
accusations. Transcripts from court records 
mention one torture method of “tying the 
neck and heels together until blood gushes 
from the nose, which was the occasion for 
making them confess.” Mary eventually 
accused her mother, her grandmother and 
eight other Andoverites of consorting with 
the devil. She was released from prison six 
months later. Also accused were: Sarah Cur- 
rier, 74, who confessed to afflicting her moth- 
er, Martha Currier, who was later hung; and 
Samuel Wardwell, age 49, who was hung for 
recanting his earlier confession of 
witchcraft, “knowing that it would cost him 
his life.” More than 80 percent of the popula- 
tion in Andover was involved in some way 


during this tragic time. — (Continued on page 21]

Democratic State Primary Sept. 17. 
Both Democrats seem to believe the 
way to win their party’s November bal- 
lot slot is to work hard - just as Mr. 
Finegold did on the football field. 

But by his own account, Mr. Fine- 
gold has been working so hard this 
year — on the campaign trail, as a 
selectman, and as a mortgage banker, 
currently for Acubank - that he hasn’t 
had much free time. During a lunch 
interview he indicated he can rarely 
find time to do things he enjoys, such 
as such play the trumpet or listen to 
jazz and favorite bands such as Alice in 
Chains. 

“I do run a very busy schedule. 
What do I do? I do work a lot. I don’t 
have a serious girl friend,” said Mr. 
Finegold, when asked of his interests. 

“T go out. One thing I make sure is 
there’s a balance,” he said. “I work 
really hard when T have to work but at 
the same time I do set aside time. I 
enjoy golfing. I enjoy watching football. 
I enjoy going to concerts.” 

Then, as if he just realized this for 
the first time, he added,‘“I haven’t been 
to one this summer.” 

One of the last times he played trum- 
pet was when he blew “Happy Birth- 
day” for his mother during his cam- 
paign kickoff party, he said. 
Five-point legislative agenda 

Although Mr. Finegold shies away 
from making promises, as do fellow 
state representative candidates Ms. 
Parsons and Republican James Fox, 
Mr. Finegold said he does have a “five- 
point legislative agenda” he’ll address 
if he’s elected. 

The first is to keep taxes as low as 
possible by making sure state tax mon- 
ey is spent wisely, said Mr. Finegold. 

Second, he’ll focus on ai 
economic development. 

Mr. Finegold said he wants to give 
companies incentives to invest in 
research and development by giving 
small business loans. As a mortgage 
banker, Mr. Finegold said he’s seen 
how hard it can be for a start-up busi- 
ness to get a loan. 

“Instead of focusing on the 
Raytheons, we need to be focusing on 
the Putnam Investments and Genet- 
ics,” said Mr. Finegold, “because 
they’re the future.” In his campaign lit- 
erature, Mr. Finegold takes credit for 
bringing Putnam Investments to the 
area and helping Genetics expand. 

Third, Mr. Finegold will address 
crime by supporting state programs 
that pay for expanded community 
policing. 

Fourth, Mr. Finegold wants to see 
Andover have something similar to the 
widely-popular Minuteman Trail used 
in Greater Boston by in-line skaters, 
walkers, bikers and joggers. 

“It’s not going to save the world but 
it would be nice to have,” said Mr. 
Finegold. “We should have a Minute- 
man bike trail.” 

Finally, Mr. Finegold said he wants 
to prevent overcrowding in the schools 
by using state bond money to purchase 
conservation land that can not be 
developed.

With time growing short before Sept. 
17, Ms. Parsons is anxious to talk about 
these differences between the 
Democrats, she said, “Because we do 
only have that microphone for a short 
period of time. 

“I don’t think people are really inter- 
ested in what my hobbies are. They’ re 
interested in why am I running,” said 
Ms. Parsons. 

“What I’m trying to do is draw a line 
in the sand and say, ‘This is what I am, 
this is what Barry is,’ ” she said. “This 
has been a positive campaign and I 
want to continue to be positive, but 
there are differences I’d like to bring 
out.” 

Unlike Mr. Finegold, Ms. Parsons is 
an Andover parent, homeowner and 
taxpayer, and Ms. Parsons focuses on 
these facts in both her campaign litera- 
ture and in conversations.

B-I-G flag to be part of parade

The Mount Rushmore Flag, which measures 45 feet by 90 
feet and which last visited Andover in 1991, will fly over 
Main Street during the 350 anniversary parade Sunday, 
Sept. 15. 

The flag will be unfurled at the Elm Green Memorial in 
Elm Square at 12:30 p.m., one hour before the parade. It will 
remain up throughout the parade. 

A crew of 40 local veterans will take part in hoisting the 
flag, which will hang from a 150-foot crane. Weighing 300 
pounds, it takes 100-ton test ropes to fly it, a bar weighing 1% 
tons to hold it, and 400 people to fold it. 

The Mount Rushmore Flag was last brought to Andover 
by the Patriotic Holiday Committee for Founders Day, May 
5, 1991. 

The flag is unfurled and raised only at special ceremonies 
and affairs of state. It was first used to cover the Lincoln fig- 
ure on Mount Rushmore on July 4, 1987, in ceremonies 
marking the Lincoln figure’s 50th anniversary. 

On Jan. 20, 1989, this flag was flown over the Capitol in 
Washington, D.C., during the inauguration ceremonies. It 
returned to Mount Rushmore on July 2, 1989, where it cov- 
ered the face of President Roosevelt and was unveiled in cer- 
emonies marking the Roosevelt figure’s 50th anniversary 
and rededication. 

The flag was sewn together and dedicated at the Kennedy 
Library in Boston. It is based at the Boston National Histori- 
cal Park, Freedom Trail, and is stored on board the U.S.S. 


Constitution, Old Ironsides.

The 
Academy has worked with both town 
officials and the Massachusetts High- 
way Department for the full two years 
since the accident to improve safety 
along the half mile of state highway 
that bisects the campus. 

During our discussion it was imme- 
diately apparent that Route 28 to the 
south and north of Phillips Academy is 
a two lane road, but ironically opens to 
a four lane divided highway when it 
bisects the Academy, the half mile with 
the greatest concentration of pedestri- 
an traffic. The visual message encour- 
ages motorists to speed up, just at the 
point when they should be encouraged 
to slow down. 

Pedestrian overpasses and tunnels 
were considered and rejected. The 
overpass between the high school and 
McDonald’s in North Andover works 
only because there is an eight-foot 
chain link fence to ensure its use. We 
believe that those who value the 
appearance of the Academy at the 
entrance to Andover would strongly 
object to both the Overpass and the 
fence necessary to encourage its use. 
Even with an overpass, how would we 
prevent pedestrians from crossing at 
the intersections used by the 
motorists? 

The planned change will slow traffic 
as it passes through the Phillips Acade- 
my campus and provide a single lane of 
traffic through the unsignalled cross- 
walks. Motorists who wish to pass oth- 
er vehicles at speeds in excess of the 
speed limit will not have four lanes in 
which to do so. The planned change 
will not create traffic jams. The engi- 
neers have included turning lanes at 
each intersection so that traffic will not 
back up behind left turning cars. 

The engineering study reports morn- 
ing peak hour delays of 9.5 seconds at 
the Salem Street intersection in 1994. It 
estimates the morning peak hour 
delay, with no improvements on Main 
Street, at 10.8 seconds in 1999. With the 
planned improvements, the delay 
increases to 15.8 seconds in 1999. If the 
pedestrian signal is used twice as often 
(which, for the safety of all pedestrians, 
we hope it is) the delay increases to 19.3 
seconds. However, all vehicles stopped 
for the light will proceed through the 
intersection at the next green light. The 
signals through the campus will be 
coordinated. Traffic stopped at one sig- 


nal will proceed through the remaining 
signals without stopping, if the speed 
limit is observed. The study includes 
similar estimates for the evening peak 
hour at Salem Street as well as peak 
hour estimates at the School Street 
intersection. 

The Massachusetts Highway Depart- 
ment, which tends to favor the inter- 
ests of motorists over pedestrians, has 
reviewed and approved this plan. The 
Andover Police Department and the 
police safety officer, as well as the 
town’s planning director and town 
manager have been involved in the 
development and review of this plan for 
more than two years. The Board of 
Selectmen have discussed the plan at 
two selectmen’s meetings and the Mas- 
sachusetts Highway Department held a 
public hearing on the project in April 
1996. All parties believe this project 
will improve safety, on this half mile 
stretch of roadway, for pedestrians and 
motorists alike. The academy believes 
that those who have expressed concern 
about the plan for “one through lane in 
each direction” are not aware that the 
turning lanes at each intersection will 
permit an orderly flow of traffic with 
only an imperceptible increase in delay 
at the signals. 

We hope that the changed geometry 
of the highway will encourage 
motorists to travel at posted speed lim- 
its through the campus. We also know 
that the Academy must work continu- 
ally to educate its students, who like 
most adolescents believe they are 
immortal, about the traffic hazards of 
Route 28 as it bisects the residential 
campus. We will continue to urge them 
to cross at the crosswalks and Signal- 
ized intersections and to respect 
motorists, not only on Main Street, but 
also on Salem, School and other public 
Streets through and around the cam- 
pus. 

We feel confident that this carefully 
crafted redesign of Route 28, as it 
bisects the Phillips Academy campus, 
will serve all members of the Andover 
community well. It has taken two years 
of study, input from public and private 
parties and engineering expertise to 
reach consensus on this plan. We 
believe that a full understanding of the 
plan will remove concerns expressed 
by some townspeople during the last 
month.

You can be certain 
that I applaud him for speaking out on 
an important additional cause for seri- 
ous reconsideration of the entire pro- 
ject. 

Thank you, Mr. Johnson, for your 
comments; thank you, Selectman Dr. 
Larsen, for giving us another opportu- 
nity to discuss the proposal, and to the 
Townsman editorial for alerting the 
Andover citizens to the selectmen hear- 
ing (open to the public) on Sept. 9 at 7:30 
p.m. The only reason for you not to 
attend is to have Phillips Andover 
rescind their request, so that we can 
put our tax dollars to much more criti- 
cal uses.

safety net.” 

When asked about her key issues, Ms. 
Parsons originally said, “It’s interesting. 
They vary a bit from town to town.” 

For instance, in Lawrence welfare reform 
and holding landlords accountable for run- 
down apartment houses are key issues, 
while in Andover, benefits for the disabled is 
an area where the state can help. 

“It’s those little special areas that are pri- 
marily state funded that need to be watched 
and monitored,” said Ms. Parsons. 
Campaign outlook 

During her talks with people in public 
housing, Ms. Parsons said she has also been 
convinced of how important the state’s role 
in health care can be, she said. Some of those 
people Ms. Parsons talked with, such as sev- 
eral at Fry Circle, are now helping with the 
Parsons campaign. 

“Politics is changing and both parties 
need to redefine who they are and what they 
stand for. Most people in this town or the 
majority are independent,” said Ms. Par- 
sons. “I don’t like labels but I consider 
myself a good representative of the people in 
my district. I feel I closely mirror them bet- 
ter than the people I’m running against.” 

Ms. Parsons claimed Mr. Finegold 
promised to support things such as a senior 
or youth center while running for selectman 
and then voted against them.

Head coach Dave Amundsen begins his 
21st season needing only seven wins to 
reach career victory No. 250.
